ordinary preservation of a human body 
was published in a Dublin journal 
about ninety years ago. ! 
Mrs. Van Burchell, who died in 1775, was 
the wife of an eccentric and well-known 
empiric, Dr. Martin Van Burchell. 


he singular means he employed for the 
reservation of her body excited considerable 


interest. 

On her death taking place, he applied to 
the then celebrated Dr. Hunter to exert his 
skill, to prevent, if possible, the changes of 
form usual after the cessation of life. 

Accordingly, the doctor, assisted by Mr. 
Cruikshank, injected the blood-vessels with a 
coloured finid, so that the minute red vessels 
of the cheeks and * were filled, and ex- 
hibited their natura hue; and the body in 
general, having all the cavities filled with anti- 
septic substances, remained perfectly free from 
any corruption, and appeared ag if it were 
merely in a state of sleep. But to further 
resemble the appearance of life, glass eyes 
were also inserted. 

The corpse was then placed inside a box of 
suitable dimensions, and deposited in a bed of 
thin plaster of Paris, which subsequently 
crystallised, and produced a i effect. 
a curtain covered the glass lid of the box, 
which could be withdrawn at pleasure. This 
box was kept in the common pariour. 

Dr. Van. Burchell had the satisfaction cf 


thus preserving his wife for years, and 
frequently displayed the beautiful corpse to 
his friends and visitors.
